Aviator Learned From 


Wright Brothers 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26. — One of 


America's most brilliant aviation 
careers came to a tragic end, today 
with the death of Eddie Stinson, 
pioneer flyer and airplane builder, 
from injuries received in the crash 
of his cabin monoplane. 


The veteran aviator, whose aer- 


ial exploits have thrilled thousands, 
died in Illinois Central hospital at 
one o'clock this morning, after doc- 
tors had battled through the night 
to save his life. He was 37 years 
old-

The crash occurred after Stin- 


son had completed a series of dem- 
onstrations of his new model at the 
municipal airport.

Eugenic Baby Fad Died 
Like Eugenie Hat Craze

Celebrated Experiments in Modernistic Mother- 


hood Recalled by Recent Alienation Suit 


Against Bride of "Eugenic Father." 


The recent $100,000 suit, brought by Kate Pullman, former vaudeville 
actress, against Shirley Dahl, bride of Roscoe Ails, well-known 
comedian, Miss Pullman's former partner and father of her eugenic 
baby, recalls the furore that the unconventional experiment in mother- 
hood aroused a couple of years ago. When Kate Pullman gave birth 
to a baby at New York, in August 1928, she announced that it waft a 
eugenic baby, the result of an experiment in modernistic motherhood. 
She steadfastly refused to reveal the identity of the child's father. But 
when an article published in a theatrical magazine named her partner, 
Roscoe Ails, a* the father of another "eugenic" baby, born to Mrs. 
Grace Burnham, a wealthy widow, some weeks before, Miss Pullman 
admitted that Ails was also the father of her child. 
Mrs. Burnhmm 


vigorously Jenied that Ails was her collaborator in her venture into 
the realms of eugenics, but Kate broke off all business and social re- 
lations with the comedian, regardless. 
Recently when Ails married 


his dancing partner, Shirley Dahl, Miss Pullman sued the bride for 
$100,000, charging alienation of affections.

PSYCHOLOGY TO AID 


NAVY PICK FLYERS 


Simple Intelligence Tests 


to Be Applied. 


Washington. — 1'sychology 
will 


play a vital port In selection of the 
navy's aviators In the future If a 
purJes of experiments nearlog com- 
pletion prove satisfactory. 


A wealth of data collected on the 


basis of a study of na\al u\iut!on 
personnel over a period of four 
jears, has revealed certain simple 
intelligence tests which may deter- 
mine whether a man is fitted to fly, 
before he Is even allowed to ven- 
ture oft the ground, according to 
navy experts. 


Board to Get Data. 


They plan to present their stud- 


ies and conclusions to the navy gen- 
eral board with a recommendation 


I that all navy aviation personnel be 


required to come to certain mental 
type standards before being al- 
lowed to train for flying. They 
have for several years been con- 
vinced their methods would save the 
lives of personnel and prevent de- 
struction of expensive equipment, 
and they carried out exhaustive ex- 
periments to prove their case. 


Officials In the naval station med- 


icine office revealed, that flying rec- 
ords, In virtually every case, have 
borne out prediction based on men- 
tal -tests. 
In many cases these 


men whom the mental tests showed 
to be of a type unadaptable to fly- 
ing have crashed to death or serious 
injury, and In almost every instance 
they have acquired flying records 
far from desirable from an 
effi- 


ciency standpoint. 


Decision Near. 


The navy has not adopted the 


tests as part of the requirements 
for prospective flyers, but decision 
in the matter is expected in the near 
future. 


Tests were carried out under the 


leadership of Capt Dallas G Snt- 
ton, navy representative at St. Eliza- 
beth's hospital here. 
Sutton was

base when he began his experiments 
several years ago, and since that 
time has appointed members of the 
navy medical corps to co-operate 
with him at Hampton Rofids, Va, 
andnt San Diego, Calif.
